REMARKS 

I. Status of Claims 

Further to this Second Supplemental Amendment, claims 1-14, 21, 22, 24-26, 29, 
30, 32-56, and 58-91 are pending in this application. Claims 1, 58, 59, 61-63, 66, 70, 
and 91 are amended herein. 

Further to a second Examiner-initiated telephonic interview with Examiner Shiao 
on March 23, 2009, and the proposed Examiner's amendment discussed during the 
interview, claim 57 is cancelled, and the limitations contained therein are incorporated 
into independent claims 1 and 91 . Claims 58, 59, 61 , and 62 are amended to correct 
their dependencies. Claim 63 is amended to add the terminology "other," and claims 66 
and 70 are amended to add the terminology "further" and "additional." Support for these 
amendments can be found in the claims as originally filed, and in the specification, for 
example, at paragraphs [075] and [077]. Accordingly, the pending claims are fully 
supported by the as-filed application. 

Applicant respectfully submit that the presented amendments fully adopt the 
Examiner's proposed amendments discussed during the interview, and therefore place 
the claims in condition for allowance.
